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SUSPENSIONS DUE 
DRINKING STUDENTS 


Eight or nine students at 
Novato High School were to be 
suspended at the end of the 
school day today for drinking 
on a 
school-sponsored 
snow 
trip last Saturday, Principal 
Robert McKeay disclosed. 
McKeay said the affair has 
been under investigation all 
week. He said l i q u o r was 
brought to the 
school, and 
there was drinking on the 
three chartered buses and on 
the ski slopes. 
The drinking was “on the 
sly” without knowledge of the 
six faculty members who ac­ 
companied the 120 students on 


the Pep Club-sponsored trip, 
said McKeay. 
School officials today knew 
“the main eight or nine stu­ 
dents involved.” Investigation 
is continuing. 
The length of suspensions of 
the students has not been de­ 
cided, pending further study of 
the case, McKay said, but will 
probably be for one or two 
weeks.

College Told Flood Plan 
Would Chop 5 Acres 


College of Marin architects 
last night told the college trus­ 
tees that Corte Madera Creek 
flood control measures planned 
by the Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers would chop away almost 
five acres of property pur­ 
chased last year for college ex­ 
pansion. 


The Corps of Engineers plan 
to 
widen 
Tamalpais 
Creek, 
which leads into Corte Madera 
Creek and cuts through an 
11.89 acres purchased by the 
district last year from Mosk 
Realty Co. The property was 
acquired 
through 
settlement 
of a condemnation suit, after 
the college board rejected the 
realty firm’s price of $90.000. 
The 
county counsel’s 
office 


negotiated a price of $61.000. 
The price was made public 
after criticism for conducting 
land purchase negotiations in 
executive session. 


The property is planned for 
use as an athletic field. The 
plan includes creation of a 
covered culvert running from 
the intersection of Kent and 
College avenues to Corte Ma­ 
dera Creek. 
The 
trustees 
decided 
to 
write the Corps of Engineers 
asking that the college plan be 
used instead of that proposed 
by the Army Engineers. The 
trustees will agree that the 
district would pay for addi­ 
tional costs necessitated by the 
change. 


Girl, 17, Returns From Study 
For 6 Months In Germany

Deborah Rossman, 17-year- 
old Sir Francis Drake High 
School 
senior, 
recently 
re­ 
turned from a six-month stay 
in Germany, finds her school 
work here cut by less than 
half. 
In Osnabruck, Germany, a 
city of about 100,000 popula­ 
tion where she attended school 
since 
last 
August, 
Deborah 
took 14 subjects—par for the 
course for students in the 11th 
class, the 
equivalent 
of an 
American high school junior 
class. 
Here she is on a normal 
schedule of six classes—includ­ 
ing an advanced English class 
taken 
by only 
10,000 high 
school students throughout the 
United States. 
“Of course, German students 
don’t take every subject every 
day,” she said. Students there, 
in her opinion, will graduate 
from the 13th class with far 
more proficiency in languages 
and mathematics and with a 
taste of more subjects gener­ 
ally than their American coun­ 
terparts. 
Under sponsorship of the 
American F i e l d Service, De­ 
borah lived with Dr. and Mrs. 
Hans Ils (“papa and mutti”) 


“The people in the north of 
Germany are very reserved,” 
Deborah explained. 
She said AFS s t u d e n t s 
abroad are not lavishly enter­ 
tained and sought after as for­ 
eign students are in the United 
States. 
One of her teachers, 
Deborah recalled, was unaware 
that an American visitor was 
in her class for at least a month 
after Deborah enrolled. 
“ I had been warned of the 
situation and expected it.” she 
said. 
“But many of the Amer­ 
ican kids felt lonely and un­ 
wanted.” 
She found little political dis­ 
cussion other than from Dr. 
Ils, whom she described as “an 
unusual man.” 
“The people never referred 
to the war in political terms— 
only as ‘the ugly time’ or ‘the 
time when we were hungry.’ ”

Natural Gas Line Opens 


SAN FRANCISCO UP) — Nat­ 
ural gas to serve the fast grow­ 
ing 
Pacific 
Coast f l o w e d 
through 1.400 miles of pipeline 
today—underneath rivers and 
across rugged mountains—link­ 
ing western Canada and Cali­ 
fornia. 


The giant project, conceived 
five years ago and completed 
last November after 14 months 
of work, cost 300 million dol­ 
lars. It is privately financed, 
sponsored by Pacific Gas and 
Electric 
Co. 
and 
organized 
through affiliate firms in two 
Canadian provinces and four 
Western states. 


Nearly 1.500 persons, includ­ 
ing government and business 
leaders from the two nations 


attended a lavish dedication 
ceremony Thursday night. 
“We are really paying trib­ 
ute to the initiative of free en­ 
terprise—and the wisdom of 
the 
cooperative 
government 
agencies which approved the 
project,” said Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown. 
The 36-inch line originates 
northwest of Edmonton. Alta., 
and ends at Antioch at the up­ 
per end of San Francisco Bay. 
Licensed for 25 years by four 
government agencies—two in 
each country—the p i p e l i n e 
transports 415 million cubic 
feet of gas to California daily. 
Officials estimate the Alberta 
gas adds about 20 per cent to 
supplies piped from wells in 
California and the Southwest.

Lawmaker, In 15 Words 


There's a new safety valve for those 
who get wrought up about how our na­ 
tional or state lawmakers are doing—or 
should or shouldn't be doing. Instead of 
blowing mental fuses about State or the 
Nation, or arguing and even fighting 
with friends over where the country is 
going, you can put your views right on 
the desk of any lawmaker— providing 
you can say it in 15 words, and have 83 
cents to expend for such public sen ice. 


After many years of transmitting 
Christmas, birthday, Easter, Passover, 
christening and other greetings, West­ 
ern Union now offers a Personal Mes­ 
sage Service, aimed at faster communi­ 
cation with Congressmen, assemblymen 
and state and U.S. senators. These tele­ 
grams express the sender's opinion on 
legislation. 
The new service differs from that for 
holiday greetings. You can use your own 


words, instead being held to the Form 
A, Form Z or other varieties in which 
wordage was selected from a printed 
list. 
“ In your own words" is highly im­ 
portant. The aroused constituent would 
take too fearful a risk trying to advise 
on public issues from a catalog of pre­ 
written telegrams. 
Suppose the company had a prepared 
list of messages to lawmakers. Maybe 
you desire to simply say “ drop dead.” 
But suppose in your anger, your finger 
slipped past Form Q, and instead, the 
message received by the solon stated: 
“ We in your district are very proud of 
you. I wish to express sincere apprecia­ 
tion and extend every support.” 
But a note of warning: Profanity will 
not be transmitted on the telegraph 
lines. A letter telegram on a lawmaker's 
desk is worth more than two weeks of 
locally express approval or disapproval.

'False Issue' 
In Marinwood

In a desperate attempt to 
block passage of the proposed 
Marinwood park and fire sta­ 
tion bond issue, its opoonents 
have introduced two false is­ 
sues.

The cold 
fact is that the total cost per 
family for park, fire station 
and swimming pool is equiva­ 
lent to the cost of one carton 
of c i g a r e t t e s every three 
weeks. I’ve never heard of 
anyone wiio is too poor to 
smoke. 
People make the decision 
to smoke not on the basis of 
how much it costs but wheth­ 
er thev enjoy smoking. The 
cost of park and pool to a fam­ 
ily of average Marin income is 
.00333 of its total budget. Just 
as we all can financially af­ 
ford to smoke, we all can fi­ 
nancially afford a park. 
Let’s all accept the fact that 
in a democracy, people who 
are equally honest, intelli­ 
gent, sincere, and hardwork­ 
ing can be on opposite sides 
of a controversial issue. Let’s 
vote on the simple issue of 
w'hether w’e do or do not w*ant 
a park and adequate fire pro­ 
tection.

I-J Chided Cn 
Marinwood Fires 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
The article on page one of 
the I-J on Feb. 12 under the 
heading “ CSD P r e s i d e n t 
Won’t R e s i g n Over Marin­ 
wood Fire Department Foul- 
up” raises some questions and 
deserves comment in the in­ 
terest of good journalism. 
It vs as reported that “ tw o 
fire department foulups” oc­ 
curred. First, the firehouse 
telephone failed to ring when 
a lady called to report “ two 
electric wires hanging loose.” 
The fire department is not re­ 
sponsible for power or tele­ 
phone lines. No fire was asso­ 
ciated with the broken wires. 
Therefore would it, perhaps, 
have been more accurate to 
report that the caller used 
poor judgment or that some­ 


one fouled up in wiring a tele­ 
phone? 
Actually the event had no 
news value except to one who 
will use any means to propa­ 
gandize in opposition to the 
Community Services District, 
no matter how well it may 
serve. It’s a pity that news 
columns can be used for “ un­ 
paid political announcements” 
in support of one side of a 
community controversy. 
A 
properly skeptical reporter 
might have asked whv the call­ 
er who failed to get through 
to the fire denartment did 
not next call the telephone 
company, or a member of the 
fire commission, or a member 
of the Community Services 
District Board. 


There seems little doubt 
about the motive of the caller 
when instead she called the 
public relations chairman of 
the Marinwood Citizens Com­ 
mittee which has been op­ 
posed to almost every action 
of the commission and dis­ 
trict. Was it intended to re­ 
sult in an unjustified front 
page accusation of “ foulup” 
bv the district shortly before 
the district’s proposals for a 
recreation 
center - firehouse 
and swimming pool are to be 
voted upon? If so, it succeed­ 
ed, thanks to cooperation of 
the I-J. 


The second alleged “ foul- 
im” was reportedly due to the 
fire truck going up a wrong 
street and “ taking between 
five and seven minutes” to 
find an address where a wrash- 
or-dryer w-as on fire. Coinci­ 
dentally the washer-drver was 
in the home of the same pub­ 
lic relations chairman of the 
anti-fire commission, ant i - 
community services district, 
anti-recreation center group. 


The simple unplugging of 
the appliance by a volunteer 
fireman extinguished the fire 
(if not the smoke of unfair 
publicity) and possibly saved 
the p u b l i c relations man’s 
home from further damage. 
Was it gratitude for pulling 
the plug that led to these un­ 
just accusations being laid at 
the I-J doorstep? The subse­ 
quent front page article can 
best be described as a public 
relations coup for an anti-al- 
most everything group. 


I suggest that the unnamed 
unplugger of the public rela­ 
tions man’s a p p l i a n c e de­ 
serves an I-J bouquet. Need 
I suggest who deserves the 
brickbat? 
Incidentally, my only asso­ 
ciation with any of the prin­ 
cipals is in the role of a gen­ 
erally satisfied recipient of 
the public services of the Ma­ 
rinwood Community Services 
District and a f r e q u e n t l y 
pleased (but not alwrays) read­ 
er of the I-J. I admit bias, 
however, on the side of fair 
and accurate reporting of 
news and plead that promo­ 
tional advertising be recog­ 
nized and restricted to the 
advertising section.

K's Summit Call Hints At 
Improvement— But Tact Needed 


A high order of tact is need­ 
ed to deal successfully with 
Khrushchev’s proposal for a 
summit conference of 18 na­ 
tions. He set March 14 as the 
opening date. Both the Unit­ 
ed States and Great Britain 
rejected this early date for a 
disarmament conference, in 
favor of a top-level gathering 
at a later date. 


It is an embarrassing pro­ 
posal because of compelling 
reasons why it cannot be ac­ 
cepted for such an early date, 
and equally compelling rea­ 
sons why refusal must not be 
a rebuff. The .West has a 
strong interest in Khrush­ 
chev not losing face in his 
struggle within the commu­ 
nist world. 


Khrushchev likes summitry 
because he has power to settle 
questions directly.

It goes without saying that 
no one thinks there is a break­ 
through in the exchange of 
two spies, in an exchange of 
visits between Salinger and 
his opposite number, or the 
proposed exchange of televi- 
s i o n broadcasts. But these 
things and many others indi­ 
cate there is a c h a n g e of 
weather. 


IF WE ASK ourselves what 
it means, we may say that the 
Soviet-American crisis is dis- 
s o l v i n g into a process in 
which both countries are ad­ 
justing their minds to the bal­ 
ance of nuclear terror be­ 
tween them. 
T h e evolutionary process 
now under way may be said 
to have begun in 1953 with 
Stalin’s death. Soviet society 
and the Soviet government 
are p e r f o r c e modernizing 
themselves. Khrushchev has 
staked his career on the ne- 
c e s s i t y of modernization. 
What lies behind this neces­ 
sity? It is recognition that 
we are well into the nuclear 
age, that war, except perhaps 
nibbling with guerrillas, is ob­ 
solete. 
Soviet economy and Soviet 
society are becoming highly 
complex; much too complex 
to be run by a centralized 
dictatorship. 
Seedlings of freedom are 
already visible above the Rus­ 
sian ground. Yet they will 
not soon be a forest. We must 
not forget how long it took 
for our free institutions to 
grow from beginnings in tht 
Middle Agei.

Her Sport: 
Tumbling Out 
Or Airplanes 


FLEMINGTON, N.J. IJP — 
O n c e Judy Simpson tumbled 
from an airplane and landed 
on a cow. 
It turned out to be a rather 
unnerving experience for the 
cow. Judy is sure the animal 
stopped giving milk for weeks. 
Miss Simpson—pretty, petite 
and 25— is one of the country’s 
few ladybirds, a practitioner of 
the art of skydiving. 
When 
she’s not tumbling out of air­ 
planes at 12.500 feet, she works 
as an advertising copywriter in 
New York City. 
Two years ago she saw a sky­ 
diving exhibition, liked what 
she saw and enrolled for les­ 
sons. She is now licensed to 
fly single-engine planes, is li­ 
censed by the Parachute Club 
of America and is a member of 
the Tri-State Skiriivers Club. 
The later club, which has 80 
men and 10 women from New 
Jersey, New York and Pennsyl­ 
vania, is believed to be the 
largest civilian skydiving group 
in the country. 
How do you skydive*’ 
When the plane, u s u a l l y 
traveling 80 m.p.h., reaches 
12.500 feet Judy bales out, 
drops 10.000 feet (about two 
miles), then pulls the ripcord 
on the parachute. 
Once free of the plane, the 
fun begins. 
“ Actually we can do anything 
an airplane can do except gain 
altitude,’» she says. 


Allergy and Infectious Diseases 
(NIAID) are testing the blood 
samples for evidence of infec­ 
tion. These two institutes are 
research divisions of the PHS. 
The tests are part of a large- 
scale program to gather infor- 
mation on factors which might 
be related to disorders of in­ 
fancy and childhood before 
such disorders develop. 
The project involves making 
examinations and keeping rec­ 
ords on expectant mothers and 
their babies at 15 U.S. medical 
centers over a period of ten 
years. The PHS hopes the tests 
will provide a better under­ 
standing of conception, preg­ 
nancy, labor and delivery in re­ 
lation to the infant’s growth 
and development. 
In the blood tests scientists 
use antigens, substances which 
stimulate a chemical defense 
mechanism in the blood. If a 
patient has been exposed to 
infection, this will be indicated 
by a greater number of anti­ 
bodies in her blood. 
The 15 medical centers coop­ 
erating in the project send the 
blood samples to NINDB here 
for testing. The serum is then 
stored in minus ten degrees 
Fahrenheit in two huge freez­ 
ers 1.390 square feet in total 
size. Information on the pa­ 
tient's pregnancy is kept along 
with data on the serum sample 
for ready reference. 
To test the serum, scientists 
supervised the production of a 
panel of more than 100 viral 
antigens ranging from common 
cold viruses to those causing 
paralysis and death, the PHS 
said. 
As new viruses appear among j 
the patients, antigen produc­ 
tion must be increased to meet 
the demand. The PHS said an­ 
tigen development requires ex­ 
tensive work in gathering viral 
materials, devising new tests, 
and arranging favorable condi­ 
tions to grow the virus for an­ 
tigen production.

LENINGRAD, USRR— I had 
been told th a t L eningrad 
is 
the most sophisticated city in 
the Soviet Union and that 1 
could expect its audiences to 
be the m ost critical. 
B ut w hen 1 sang m y first 
role th e re , “T raviata,” the re­ 
ception I got wras the loudest 
and m ost exciting of my whole 
tour. 
T he applause at the end 
of the second act was so long 
th a t it actually delayed the 
perform ance, som ething which 
had never happened before, ac­ 
cording to my colleagues in the 


L eningrad 
O pera 
Company. 
The a u d i e n c e 
continually 
shouted my nam e in very good 
English. 
At the end of the opera there 
w ere incessant calls for “bis,” 
bis” which m ade me* wonder 
if they really w anted me to 
start all over again. 
The cur­ 
tain calls ju st never stopped, 
so finally I had to stop going 
out onto the stage. 
The Rus­ 
sians are really spoiling me! 
E veryw here 1 have gone— 
Tiflis, 
Moscow, 
Riga, people 
have pleaded with me to stay 
for ju st one m ore perform ance. 
My last perform ance h ere has 
been sold out for a long time 
and tickets are going for dou­ 
ble the usual price w hen they 
can be obtained. 
I have never faced such an 
opera house as here. 
There 
seem to be twice as m any peo­ 
ple as can be accom m odated 
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in the seats and heads pop out 
of every available space. T here 
are even standees on the stage 
near 
t h e 
wings. 
C am eras 
stare at me from every’ angle. 


T here are m any things in 
the perform ance of opera in 
Russia that are differen t from 
the way we do it in the U nited 
States. 
Many of th e ir wrays 
are ones which we have not 
tho ug ht of and I am going to 
take th e ir suggestions back to 
the U nited States. 
I cam e to L eningrad from 
Latvia, th e capital of Soviet 
Latvia, 
w here 
I 
sang 
both 
“T raviata” 
and “Tosca,” the 
first A m erican singer ev er to 
a p p e a r in th a t seaport city. I 
was particularly thrilled with 
the fine baritone w h o sang 
w ith m e in “Tosca” there. He 
spoke only Latvian but we soon 


learned 
to 
u n derstand 
each 
other through sign language 
and just by knowing the opera. 


One of the m ost m oving ex­ 
periences I have had in Russia 
came after my last p e rfo rm ­ 
ance of “T raviata” there. More 
than 300 persons followed me 
back to my hotel an d su r­ 
rounded me. 
I told th e m I 
could not stand in th e fierce 
cold, so they ju st m oved into 
the lobby and spread all over 
the hotel. 


C ertainly these people love 
me, not only as a singer, b u t 
because I am an A m erican. I 
shall be sad to sing m y fa re ­ 
well perform ance, w hich will 
be “ Faust” at th e w orld fam ous 
Bolshoi T h e a te r in Moscow. My 
reception in Russia has been 
w arm er 
than

d ream ed possible.

Maybe Congress 
Needs Bankers 
Editor 
Independent-Journal 
I’m not writing to say that 
we need more bankers in Con­ 
gress, but I do suggest that if 
we had more Congressmen as 
bankers things would certain­ 
ly ease up for me and others 
I can name. 
What I’m talking about is 
an item that I read the other 
night about a request that the 
Secretary of the T r e a s u r y 
made to Congress. 
He said 
that he would like Congress to 
i n c r e a s e the national debt 
limit by a couple of billion 
dollars right away, as the gov- 
e r n m e n t will need more 
money to operate on. 
Asked why, he said that the 
government’s income is un­ 
even, that it doesn't flow in 
steadily, and that even if the 
budget is balanced on a 12- 
months basis there are some 
months when expenses far ex­ 
ceed income and that it is ac­ 
cordingly that the debt limit 
should be raised. 
Now only a few of us finan­ 
cial experts can understand 
this matter, but Congress in­ 
dicated that it would go along 
with the raise, strictly on a 


temporary basis. Actually, the 
debt limit is 285 billion dol­ 
lars. but Congress each ses­ 
sion has raised it a little, tem­ 
porarily only, to give the gov­ 
ernment time to work out of 
its financial difficulties. The 
limit has now been raised to 
298 billion, with two billion 
expected to be added shortly. 
This is why I would like to 
s e e m o r e Congressmen as 
bankers. The U.S. Treasury 
and my own financial situa­ 
tion are exactly alike. My in­ 
come and expenses also have 
their ups and downs, and I 
don't want to go further into 
debt permanently—just temp­ 
orarily. 
But it’s hard to find a bank­ 
er with Congressional ideas. 
When a banker fixes your 
debt limit, that’s it until you 
increase your assets enough 
to justify an increase. Some­ 
times it’s hard for me, just as 
it’s impossible for the govern­ 
ment. to o p e r a t e on these 
terms. 
But it’s probably better that 
way—bankers running banks 
and Congressmen r u n n i n g 
Congress. If you think that 
you have seen a crisis in Ber­ 
lin and Africa, just, t h i n k 
what kind there would be in 
Washington if the Secretary 
of the Treasury had to con­ 
front a Congress run like a 
bank. 
And think how much fun 
you and I could have if we 
could find a bank run like 
Congress.

In Marin, the contemporary 
and the new “ return to ele­ 
gance 
furnishings are run­ 
ning 
neck-and-neck 
in the 
home decor sweepstakes. And 
the tendency is to mix or 
Mend the two, rather than re­ 
ly upon one style in the dec­ 
orating of a house. 


So reports Lee Marriott, an 
interior 
decorator 
for 
35 
years. 


Marriott adds that the re­ 
sult of this blending is “ the 
suggestion of complete cos­ 
mopolitan enjoyment of the 
surroundings.” 


Another important decorat­ 
ing trend in Marin and across 
the country, he says, is the 
surge in popularity*of Orien­ 
tal pieces to add interest to 
c i t h e r a contemporary or 
elegant decor. “ While Orien­ 
tal decor has been in use here 
for the last 10 years,” he says, 
it has begun only recently 
to influence decorations in 
the East to any degree.” 
Early 
American 
furnish­ 
ings are rare in Marin. But in 
some few homes it has been 
used with striking effect.

THE MOST popular wood 
at present with Marin house­ 
holders is walnut “ finished 
somewhat lighter than it used 
to be.” But Marriott hastens 
to add that “ of course, no one 
is throwing their mahogany 
away.” 


As for colors: “ Much more 
intense colors are being em­ 
ployed than ever before in 
home decoration. The most 
popular are tones of green- 
blues contrasted with white, 
and strong reds and the gen­ 
eral 
range 
of 
secondary 
hues.” 


“ Wallpapers have become 
almost a necessity,” Marriott 
continues, “ and in these, the 
variety is endless.” 


The decorator notes that 


manufacturers have during 
the last decade sought to co­ 
ordinate 
t h e i r individual 
products with those being of­ 
fered by related trades. “ Con­ 
sequently, it is possible to 
plan either the simple con­ 
temporary style of furniture, 
or the more elaborate ‘return 
to elegance' fashion in fur­ 
nishings.” 


Marriott hastens to add that 
today’s contemporary furni­ 
ture is completely unlike what 
was 
called 
the 
“ moderne” 
some 20 years ago. The clean- 
cut lines, the comfort and 
pleasant living are there. But 
the contemporary, too, has at 
least a touch of the elegant. 
As one expression of the 
“ return to elegance” trend in 
decoration which now shares 
leadership with the contem­ 
porary school of decor, Mar­ 
riott points to the popularity 
of gold bathroom accessories. 


“ These can be truly regal ap­ 
pointments,” he says. 
The Marin decorator con­ 
tinues: “ Elegance is also ex­ 
pressed in the renewed inter­ 
est in the baroque and Ital­ 
ian renaissance decorations.” 


MARRIOTT ADDS that it is 
important that the decorator 
not rely upon his personal 
preference in making sugges­ 
tions to the client. “ It is the 
responsibility of the decorator 
to establish the taste of the 
client and to be able to sup­ 
plement those desires, then 
assist in carrying them out,” 
he explains. 


What can a decorator do 
for a home owner? 


First, says Marriott, he can 
serve as a coordinator be­ 
tween architect and owner 
when construction of a new 
home or remodeling of an old 
is involved. He can make in­ 
terior suggestions for furnish­ 
ings, groupings, and colors in 
keeping with the family’s de­ 
sires and needs. He can see 
that the special needs of the 
various members of the fam­ 
ily are not overlooked. He 
can suggest color schemes to 


coordinate each room with 
other areas of the home. 
And, a relatively new de­ 
velopment, he can oversee de­ 
tails of interior construction 
such as cabinets, bookcases, 
and built-in television-stereo 
facilities. 
“ While TV sets were first 
considered a separate article 
of furniture around which 
the entire room was center­ 
ed, now the arrangements are 
much more flexible so as to 
permit listening to music as 
well as viewing of television.” 
Once the furnishing list 
has been completed and the 
pieces placed in their intend­ 
ed spaces as shown on the 
plan, then the actual selec­ 
tions can be made as deter­ 
mined by style and, of course, 
price. 
“ The 
interior 
decorator 
must have access to the com­ 
plete market to be able to 
provide the variety of furnish­ 
ings 
requested,” 
Marriott 
stresses. “ The decorator must 
also have an absolute knowl­ 
edge in such selections as to 
their quality and serviceabil­ 
ity. 


consideration is given to style 
in accordance with the build­ 
ing interior and (if a house) 
exterior. 


“ Suggestions 
are 
offered 
when color and style decisions 
have 
been 
made, 
usually 
starting with the floor cover­ 
ing, followed by the furniture, 
upholstering fabrics, draper­ 
ies and accessories.” 


SOMETIMES, Marriott says, 
a request is made by the own­ 
er for an extremely unusual 
treatment of a room present­ 
ing a completely different 
thought from the general tone 
of the rest of the house. This 
might be particularly true of 
a homeowner interested in the 
new elegance. As a result, 
manufacturers 
have 
made 
available many more colors 
and designs than were once 
available to decorators and 
home owners. 
Marriott stresses that it is 
the duty of the interior dec­ 
orator to produce the desired 
results within the price lim­ 
its set by the client. If the 
home owner s desires are fi­ 
nancially impractical, then he 
should be told so in straight­ 
forward 
language, 
Marriott 
adds. 
“ The decorator can actual­ 
ly 
save the 
client 
money 
through his knowledge, ex­ 
perience and contacts in the 
home furnishings field,” de­ 
clares Marriott. The interior 
decorator s established “ per­ 
sonal serv ice charge” is based 
upon the amount 
of time 
necessary for him to complete 
the “ legwork” for the client, 
Marriott adds. 
With whom does the decor­ 
ator work? Is it the housewife 
or the husband who makes 
known the family’s desires 
and preferences? 
“ Well,” 
Marriott 
smiles, 
you usually start out with 
the husband saying that he 
doesn’t want anything to do 
with it— that it is up to ‘the 
little woman.’ But in nine 
cases out of 10, before you 
are through, the husband has 
had his hand in it. And in 
many cases, he becomes even 
more involved than bis wife.”

Lester Barnett Brown said. 
Broun, owner of Brown's 
Home Furnishers at 38 M ill­ 
er Avenue in Mill Valley, said 
his late father, his two broth­ 
ers, his sister and his wife 
have all been engaged in the 
furniture business. 
The good-natured, efficient 
store owner began his work

Some 
Tips For Those 
Who Desire Antiques 
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Is there a key to choosing 
antiques for the home? 
Many 
amateur 
collectors 
ask that question. The cur­ 
rent trend to antiques and 
traditional reproductions is 
making many people dissatis­ 
fied with the furniture they 
owrn. Others do not care, but 
if antiques are the fashion­ 
able things to have, they’re 
for them. 
People of financial means 
may rely on reliable dealers 
to supply them with the fin­ 
est furniture at a price. The 
purchaser 
merely 
decides 
whether she wants to live with 
the formality of say, the pop­ 
ular French salon furniture, 
or the 
warmer Provincial 
styles. 
But what of the woman with 
a small budget who now cov­ 
ets antiques about which she 
hears so much? 


SHE CAN BUY good repro­ 
ductions. 1 bese are so authen­ 
tic that she can feel they are 
a pleasing substitute. Or she 
can settle for a few antique 
accessories or oid American 
furniture, not quite the be- 
fore-1830 date that marks an 
antique. 
A great deal of furniture 
made in the latter half of the 
1800s is priced right for be­ 
ginner collectors. Much of this 
furniture is NOT worth the 
price, but one with good taste 
should know the difference. 
The good pieces may some 
day be classified as antiques. 
In any event if kept in good 
condition they may be resold 
without loss, and perhaps with 
profit. 
Southern country furniture 
and early and mid-Victorian 
furniture is still reasonably 
priced. Lady and gentlemen 
chairs, side chairs, sofas and 
love seats made in America 
during the Louis XV period 
have the French cabriole leg 
and mix well with French 
provincial furniture. 
A good yardstick for be­ 
ginners could be to choose 
furniture 
that 
harmonizes 
with woods now used in the 
home — acquire pine hutch, 
dry sink or Boston rocker; a 
cherry cupboard or dropleaf 
table; 
mahogany 
bow-front 
chest; 
walnut wash stand, 
spool or cotton chest. 
One 
who wants to collect from 
scratch might seek out tiger 
maple in beds and chests. 
Invest in an eye-catcher if 
you can afford only a small 
beginning. A warm, friendly 
conversation piece like a man­ 
tel clock can give a room a 
lift, and give you a great deal 
of 
satisfaction. 
American 
clocks made before and after 
1830 are attractive and com­ 
paratively inexpensive. These 
are used on mantels and 
shelves and may be used in a 
section of a bookcase. 
The 
plain ogee style of clock of 
Chauncey 
Jerome 
vintage 
compliments any decor. 


O T H E R 
E Y E C A T C H E R S 
used for drama could include 
old coal bins (tole bins) used 
for wood or magazines, duck 
decoys or oversized amber or 
green bottles as lamp bases, 
colored glass shades on kero­ 
sene lamps, samplers, trivets 
and silhouettes on the walls. 
Weathervane figures such as 
a fish, ram, cock, horse or In­ 
dian make good wall placques. 
Large and small hooked and 


braided rugs, coverlets, can­ 
dlesticks, wall sconces, are all 
possibilities for beginner col­ 
lectors. 


Old pewter is getting scarce 
but it is still available in some 
areas, and a piece picked up 
here and there may get a lit­ 
tle collection rolling in no 
time. 
Use 
porringers 
and 
small plates, ash trays, mugs, 
as flower holders. 


People who love contempo­ 
rary furnishings should stick 
with it. A home will be far 
more attractive if the occu­ 
pants furnish it with things 
they like rather than things 
they choose just to be fash­ 
ionable. 
Contemporary fur­ 
nishings that are available 
are of good design and well 
made. The public has better 
taste now’ and most manufac­ 
turers are not producing pot­ 
boiler designs.

A Tribute To Consumer Taste 


Manufacturers Cater To Housewives' 


Appreciation O f Classic Refinements 


New home furnishings may 
generally be considered a tri­ 
bute to consumer taste. 
C l a s s i c refinements in 
nearly all categories give the 
n e w p i e c e s a “ collector’s 
item" effect . . . an indica­ 
tion that producers are aware 
of the average homemaker’s 
ability to appreciate such re­ 
finements. Further, most of 
the new l i n e s incorporate 
enough individuality that they 
may be used together— an en­ 
tire room furnished from a 
single line— or in conjunction 
with other pieces (previously 
owned or selected from other 
new lines) to create an attrac­ 
tive. integrated, but not taste­ 
lessly “ matching” , setting. 
As a result, this versatility 
is an aid as well as a tribute 
to the consumer. 
No longer 
need the homemaker suffer 
doubts as to whether a new 
item will harmonize with Ihe 
existing pieces in her home, 
nor need she fear that fur­ 
nishing a whole room with 
pieces from one line will re­ 
sult in a sterile “ show win­ 
dow” effect. 


M A N U FA C T U R ER S are to 
be congratulated on this ac­ 
complishment; it cannot have 
been easy to achieve the de­ 
sign of long lines with such 
individuality among the piec­ 
es— or to soften extreme styl- 
ings to permit harmony with­ 
out boring same-ness. 
The 
consumer is to be congratu­ 
lated for her good fortune: 
Now- homemakers may feel 
free to select just about any 


furnishings which appeal to 
them, 
confident 
that 
their 
choices may be combined into 
an interesting and integrated 
end decor. 


No single period dominates 
the new offerings, but nearly 
all are represented. 
A full 
range of provincial, tradition­ 
al, and contemporary lines is 
b e i n g o f f e r e d— harmony 
among them being achieved 
by grace of line, rich finishes 
and fabrics, and luxurious but 
generally 
restrained 
detail­ 
ing. The elaborate Italian in­ 
fluence has grown more wide­ 
spread, but it has been modi­ 
fied for adaptation to today’s 
homes and needs. The same 
is true of the still-popular 
french derivations and even 
of many p r o v i n c i a l lines, 
which continue last summer's 
i n c r e a s e d refinement and 
minimize the primitive effect. 
Contemporary design has lost 
its s t a r k n e s s , taking on 
softened contours and warmth 
in wood and fabric colorings. 
Here, too, greater richness is 
added by such refinements as 
carved legs, dressy hardware, 
and marbled tops. Most lines 
show? a trend toward larger- 
scaled 
pieces, but graceful 
contours 
eliminate 
any re­ 
sultant bulky appearance. 


Malnut continues to retain 
its first-place popularity, but 
exotic woods such as teak or 
rosewood are frequently seen. 
Antique white 
finishes are 
widely shown, often with gold 
accents, w hile fruit wood and 
maple are still favored for 


provincial and early Am eri­ 
can styles. Some tendency is 
seen toward a lightening of 
natural wood shades. Combi­ 
nations are also displayed in 
some lines: One manufactur­ 
er combined natural walnut 
with ebonizod banding and 
accents 
in 
its 
classic con­ 
temporary collection; another 
firm has introduced an early 
American line featuring deco- 
r a t e d black or white with 
maple. A California producer 
utilizes palisander wood with 
black leather. Black leather 
inserts are also seen in teak 
and walnut tables.

Con­ 
temporary d e s i g n has not 
been overlooked, but it has 
lost its severity in the r.ew 
collections’ flares, curves and 
broken lines.

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That Tailored Look Keynotes 
The Newest Rugs And Carpets 


That “tailored look" — in 
every sense of the word—is 
the design highlight for new 
carpets and rugs. 
Neat, well-planned styling 
—geared to the sophisticated 
homemakers of 1962—is the 
keynote for the new soft floor 
coverings. 
Strictly speaking, there are 
carpets as tailored as a well- 
cut tweed suit. Many have 
been derived from the sturdy 
qualities used in commercial 
installations such as hotels, 
theaters, offices and schools. 
Tight-looped, dense textures 
and neat combinations of two 
or three colors are the rule 
in designs of this type. 
Without imposing severity, 
the “tailored look” is seen 
throughout many new collec­ 
tions Patterns are more pre­ 
cise, colors are sharper, tex­ 
tures are better-defined. 
Color — “Cool and clear" 
is 
the 
color 
forecast 
for 
spring. And if any two colors 
stand out in the broad spec­ 
trum now seen in carpets and 
rugs, it would be green and 
blue. These two hues — by 
themselves, or in combina­ 
tions — are the colors most 
favored in new designs. 
Blues range all the way 
from Bristol and rich teal to 
pastel shades. Green has an 
equally wide range, with em­ 
phasis on bronze and olive, 
and to some extent on a wil­ 
low green which can be used 
as a decorating basic. 
Used together, these two 
colors provide even more var­ 
iety. There are blends of roy­ 
al 
blue/kelly 
green; 
light 
blue olive; clear blues and 
greens with purple or laven­ 
der tones intermingled, and 
carpets with 
six 
or more 
shades of blue and green com­ 
bined. 
On the wrarm side, there is 
great interest in variations of 
gold—also a decorating basic 
—and richer versions of cop­ 
per. rust and warm brown. 
Reds are a staple in many 
lines, in true red or bright 
scarlet shades. 
Solid primary colors stand 
out — the true blues, sharp 
reds and clear golds — but 
they do not tell the entire 
color story in carpets and 
rugs. This year more than

There is virtually no limit 
to the number of colors that 
can be put into a carpet or 
rug design—for example, 72 
different colors used in one 
floral pattern. But the result 
is never color run riot; it is 
always controlled color, with 
many different shadings used 
to define a pattern or empha­ 
size a texture. 
Developments in d y i n g 
techniques have resulted in 
some new’ color and pattern 
interest for 1962 — “space- 
dyeing" 
and 
‘ deep-dyeing" 
processes, used chiefly for 
continuous 
filament 
nylon. 
The first makes possible some 
mingled color effects, more 
interesting than 
the 
usual 
tweeds, but with the same 
practicality 
underfoot. 
The 
second is used in creating 
light-dark patterns 
through 
the use of yarns treated for 
intensive color reception. 
Textures this year continue 
to highlight these new color 
achievements and to empha­ 
size the “mood" of a carpet 
or rug. Looped textures are 
predominant — in many cases 
designed in multi-level or em­ 
bossed fashion — and there 
are new versions of cut-and- 
looped pile and twist yarns. 
Area rugs are striking in 
design, as well as in shape. 
Clean-cut geometries show up 
frequently in these self-con­ 
tained design units, and un­ 
usual shapes are seen along 
with border or center motifs. 
Rectangular 
a n d 
o v a l 
shapes range in size for 3’x5’ 
and 4 x6’ all the way to larger 
sizes than can provide almost 
a complete floor covering in 
a room — and there is, in 
fact, a market trend to the use 
of larger sizes. 
Many of the new carpet 
styles, manufactured in stand­ 
ard broadloom widths, lend 
themselves to use in room- 
size rug form, because of 
their precise design and em­ 
phatic texture. 
And there are companions 
for many rugs—the same col­ 
ors or design motifs available 
in carpeting so that soft floor 
coverings can be used in com­ 
patible styles but in different 
forms throughout the house. 
In price and quality, as well 
as design, the new carpet and 
rug 
collections 
have 
been 
tailored to 1962 consumer de­ 
mands. Prime examples are 
the 
collections 
of 
custom- 
made carpets and rugs and 
the growing availability of 
“commercial" 
qualities 
for 
the home. 
The influence of designers 
who work with large public 
areas has made an impact in 
the home furnishings field. In 
carpets this influence is seen 
in qualities with extra dura­ 
bility and appearance-reten- 
tion qualities built in, and in 
the steadily-growing import­ 
ance of bold design. Some 
carpet qualities which have 
been proved in large comer- 
cial installations have been 
made available for residential 
use, often restyled in patterns 


or colors most suitable to to­ 
day’s homes. 
In the custom field, the 
customer’s imagination is the 
only limit, since a number of 
major American 
mills 
are 
now equipped to produce a 
rug or carpet in a dyed-lo- 
your-order color, unusual tex­ 
ture and in any size or shape 
desired. 
The 1962 “tailored look" is 
by no means confined to any 
one 
price 
level. 
A 
broad 
choice of color and style can 
be made as often in the $8 to 
$10 price range as in the. $20- 
up category. Thus, style-con­ 
scious consumers can find 
good designs and desirable 
colors in rugs and carpets 
that are bought for short­ 
term use, as well as in quali­ 
ties chosen for major home 
furnishings investments.

Spring Housecleaning Rites 


Include Furniture Restoring 


When spring zephyrs blow 
and the b u s y homemaker 
turns her thoughts to the an­ 
nual rite of housecleaning, 
her husband or an older son 
is usually reminded that a 
long-delayed ‘ major project” 
should now be tackled. 


Below' are listed the proper 
steps to take when working 
on a number of furniture re­ 
pair jobs that are likely to 
crop up at this time of the 
year: 


Improving Sticky Leather: 
Wash surface twice with gaso­ 
line and allow to dry. Mix an 
ounce each of lacquer and lac­ 
quer thinner and, if possible, 
spray a coat on the leather. If 
sprayer is not available use a 
camel’s hair brush and be 
sure not to repeat strokes. 
Leave the article in a dust- 
proof room until it is thor­ 
oughly dry. 


Dents in Furniture: 
Wet 
the affected part with warm 
water. Fold a piece of brown 
kraft paper five or six times, 
soak the paper in warm water, 
and lay it on the dent. Apply 
a warm (not hot» iron until 
the moisture evaporates. 
If 
the bruises are not gone, re­ 
peat the process. If the sur­ 
face is not broken the dent 
will disappear. Be sure to re­ 
polish the area. 


Scratches on F u r n i:ture 
Shallow scratches on dark fin­ 
ished furniture can often be 
hidden by touching up with 
iodine and then polishing. But 
deep scratches require filling. 


Remove all loose splinters. 
Then brush stain 
be sure it’s 
lighter than s u r r o u n d i n g 
wood— with a fine brush. Kill 


the scratch with white shellac 
but do not permit shellac to 
overlap the e d g e s of the 
scratch.

The safe driver plan not only recognizes the merits 
of careful driving through a premium saving, but provides 
a financial inducement to the careless to be more alert in 
the future. 


1 he reception of the safe driver plan by the public 
has demonstrated that the great majority of motorists 
favor insurance rating based upon the driving record of 
individuals, a method by which those with clear driving 
records during the experience period pay lower rates than 
accident-prone drivers—-those with a record of mishaps 
and serious motor vehicle traffic violations the Institute 
stated. 


Three of every four drivers qualify for the safe driver 
plan rate discount, national studies show. 


Questions sometimes are raised as to whether drivers 
with records of convictions for serious traffic violations 
should be classed in the same category with drivers hav­ 
ing accident records. A distinction between the two groups 
would be meaningless. Official state studies have demon­ 
strated that, as drivers accumulate a record of traffic vio­ 
lations, they also are likely to accumulate a' record of 
accidents. 


This vvas borne out, for example, by a study of some 
95.000 drivers in California. Drivers in this study with no 
records of moving traffic violations had a much better 
accident record than did those drivers who had been con­ 
victed of traff ic violations. 


Over the three-year period on which the study was 
based, those who w'ere free from moving traffic violations 
had a ratio of only nine accidents for every 100 drivers. 
Drivers with four or more moving violations in their rec­ 
ord had a ratio of 50 accidents for every 100 drivers. A 
study in Texas showed a similar correlation between traf­ 
fic violations and accident!?.

One of the finest catalogs 
of classical music on record 
is being assembled by Deu­ 
tsche Grarnmophone Gesell- 
schaft in direct-import fac­ 
tory sealed albums available 
at most record shops in the 
P>ay Area. 
Included among 
the outstanding musical art­ 
ists on DGG are the greatest 
Russian pianist living, Sviatos­ 
lav Richter; the leading So­ 
viet symphony, the Leningrad 
Philharmonic; the famed cell­ 
ist Mstislav Rostropovich; so­ 
prano Irmgard Seefried; pia­ 
nist Geza Anda; violinist Dav­ 
id Oistrakh; and such world- 
renowned conductors as Fe­ 
renc Fricsay, 
Herbert. Von 
Karajain, Karl Bohm. Eugen 
Jochum and Jevgenij Mra- 
vinsky. 


Another attraction of Deu­ 
tsche Grarnmophone is the 
superb sound reproduction, 
both in stereo and monophon­ 
ic, and the extremely quiet 
record surfaces.

To Country To Catch Their Color

A sign, “Photographs Tak­ 
en at Your Own Risk,” an­ 
nounces that Casey Sonna- 
bend, itinerant photographer, 
is 
back 
in 
Sausalito. 
His 
photographs are on exhibit 
at the Tides Book Shop and 
at the Trident. 
They will be shown at the 
San Francisco Museum of Art 
for a month beginning March 
21. 
Casey himself has just re­ 
turned from Mexico and plans 
to go back there after the 
San Francisco show'. 


THERE WAS A time when 
the itinerant photographer in 
America arrived in his own 
type of covered wagon, put up 
his box camera in your home, 
and 
returned 
hand-tinted 
photos, large and expensive. 
These photos graced the care­ 
fully-kept parlors, even if the 
photographer o f t e n lazily 
painted the same dress on 
all the ladies. 
Now a traveling photog­ 
rapher can be, as in the case 
of Casey Sonnabend, a seeker 
after rare sights, catcher of 


enchantment. And with his 
camera he goes out, not from 
state to territory, from town 
to settlement, but from coun­ 
try to country. In place of a 
covered wagon he might have 
a compact car. But Casey usu­ 
ally dispenses with this. 


He manages to show pic­ 
tures from Italy, Spain, Den­ 
mark, Tangiers, Formosa, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco and 
Marin County. 
He grew up in Los Angeles, 
but Sausalito has been his 
“ home” since. To be present 
at one of Casey’s homecom­ 
ings, either in Sausalito or at 
North Beach, is an event. Al­ 
though he is usually address­ 
ed as just plain “ Casey,” (his 
real name, not a nickname), 
people hailing him from cars, 
or along the waterfront, in a 
bookshop, 
usually call 
out 
“ Sonnabend” in a long drawn- 
out way. It is a sound that in­ 
cludes 
surprise 
at 
seeing 
Casey back again. 


AS THE FRIENDS gather 
round to chat, there is some 
envy as Casey tells of his

Continued from page M-30 
trips—now 
of Mexico and 
his excitement over the poet­ 
ry of the Zapotec Indians of 
the Oaxaca Valley. To his old 
friends he gets around to tell­ 
ing about the book he is put­ 
ting on tape about this val­ 
ley, and the pictures he will 
take when he returns. 
Envy is in the eyes of his 
fellow photographers. Some 
have come over from San 
Francisco to see his exhibit 
at the Tides. 
“How do you do it, man?” 
they say. “How do you get 
around?” 
Casey could have inherit­ 
ed some of his resourceful­ 
ness from his father, who is 
now Herman Sonnabend Inc. 
of Los Angeles. A former edi­ 
tor of the Buffalo Evening 
News, the elder Sonnabend 
came to Los Angeles to edit 
a magazine for the dressmak­ 
ing trade called the “Califor­ 
nia Stylist.” Later his own 
magazine in the field failed, 
but, through the friends he 
had made, Herman Sonna­ 
bend went into the fabric 
business. This was such a suc­ 
cess he now operates under 
three trade names. 


IN THE MEANTIME Casey 
and his brother (now a physi­ 
cist for Philco) were growing 
up in Los Angeles. Casey be­ 
gan what one could call his 
“performing” life at the age 
of 12 as a drummer with the 
Junior Philharmonic in Los 
Angeles's Shrine Auditorium. 
He played drums for 10 years 
with the Junior Orchestra, 
and is still considered one 
of the best drummers on the 
West Coast, although he only 
occasionally sits in with some 
friends in a combo. 
Uncle Sam and his navy 
provided Casey's first point of 
departure from these shores. 
For a year and a half he was 
a navy musician on the heavy 
cruisers St. Paul and Helena. 
A.i he was boarding ship one 
day, his uncle handed him 
his own Rolleiflex. “Oh, I 
don’t want that,” said Casey, 
who is not a person to be bur­ 
dened with any sort of gear. 
But his uncle pressed it upon 
him. 
After the navy Casey went 
to Italy. He appeared as a 
jazz drummer, under the bill­ 
ing “Sonnabend, Casey Bat- 
tarista ” And his “compleso” 
(combo) b e c a m e so well 
known in Italy he represented 
Florence at an international 
jazz concert in Rome. 
Success probably began to 
“fence Casey in.” So he left 
Italy to study painting under 
Oskar Kokoschka at Salzburg. 
He stayed there two years. 


This probably explains the 
painter” effect which people 
often admire in his photo­ 
graphs. In 1938 his paintings 
were exhibited at a juried 
show in Florence. 
After his return to this 
country, 
Casey 
settled 
in 
Sausalito and took a photog­ 
raphy course at the College 
of Marin where he could eas­ 
ily have been the despair of 
his teachers. 


“THAT SPEED Graphic,” 
Casey says, and expressively 
makes a gesture which lifts 
the camera over his shoulders 
as though it were a mountain. 
You could see that this kind 
of photography was not for 
Casey. But there he learned 
to develop his own negatives. 
“How do you do it man?” 
they ask. Simplicity is the 
secret. Talk of a hood or even 
a light meter, he waves away. 
Yet there is art in this art­ 
lessness. When they ask him 
what paper he uses he says 
“I just reach on the shelf.” 
Then he tells you that the 
pictures he took of Carmen 
Amaya in Los Angeles have 
been entrusted to the “one 
person in the world”.he would 
permit to print them. He uses 
his own kind of care, and his 
own insight gets the results. 
Simplicity is also the se­ 
cret of his travel. Nothing 
goes with Casey that is not 
necessary. A notebook, a new 
cartridge pen which has solv­ 
ed his ink packing problem, 
an extra pair of shoes. A 
sweater over his shoulders. 
On his trip to Mexico, his 
camera was stolen. Luckily he 
was traveling this light, for 
he had not taken the, to him, 
cumbersome “Rollei.” It is go­ 
ing back with him this time. 
And on his return people will 
be out to see the results. For 
Casey has not yet photograph- 
fed his latest love, Mexico. 
Already you can see he is 
getting anxious to be on his 
way. 


H IS F R IE N D , Nick Reyn­ 
olds of the Kingston Trio, 
drives up in his new real-red 
Ferrari. He has a three week 
engagement at the Coconut 
Grove and wants Casey to 
drive his Ferrari down for 
him. Casey looks at the bright 
red of the beautiful machine 
and 
is tempted. 
Then 
he 
shakes his head. 
“No, man,” he says. “I’ve 
got to finish this tape.” 
You can see that the finish­ 
ing of the book on tape will 
bring him closer to another 
departure. And he shakes his 
head to his friend. He must 
be off. 


O NE OF THE BEGGAR boys of Naples pro­ 
vided Casey Sonnabend with his subject 
for this photo. This boy, Casey says, was 


the leader of a gang. "They are like people 
40 years oid, 
the photographer says. 
"They never smile." 


THIS A M ERIC A N ballet dancer was spend­ 
ing a summer in southern Spain when she 
was photographed by Casey Sonnabend. 
The wild, unruly hair resulted in a most 
unusual "portrait."

SA N FRANCISCO CHINESE 
OPERA by C. Y. Lee and Nicole 
Schoening, Angel Island Pub­ 
lications Inc., 50 cents. Re­ 
viewed by Don Keown. 
“In honor of the opening of 
the opera season and the new 
year,” reads the note from 
Sausalito’s Angel Island Pub­ 
lications accompanying t h e 
review copy of this little book­ 
let. It's typical of this imagi­ 


native group to come up with 
such a novel idea for publica­ 
tion. and then execute it so 
well. 
The booklet consists of text 
by C. Y. Lee, author of “The 
F l o w e r Drum Song,” and 
photographs by Nicole Schoe­ 
ning. a recent migrant from 
New York City. 
The text includes a some­ 
what matter-of-fact account of 


the development of Chinese 
drama and opera, and a more 
interesting description of the 
colorful Chinese opera as it 
exists today both in China and 
in San Francisco. Miss Schoe- 
ning’s photos are of striking 
quality, although limited in 
number because of the size of 
the booklet. The overall im­ 
pression is that the book cov­ 
ers its subject as competently 
as the restricted space per­ 
mits. 
And that the photos 
come closer to the text in up­ 
holding Angel Island Publica­ 
tions’ reputation for creativ­ 
ity and freshness of approach 
to its projects. 


CASTLE DOR by A r t h u r 
Quiller-Couch and Daphne du 
Maurier, Doubleday and Co., 
274 pages, $4.50. Reviewed 
by Don Keown. 


This novel set in 19th cen­ 
tury Cornwall has an unusual 
background. It was begun in 
the 1920s by Quiller-Couch, 
then set aside and not dis­ 
covered until after his death 
in 1944. His daughter then 
persuaded her friend, Miss 
du Maurier, to finish the nov­ 
el. 
Our impression is that Miss 
du Maurier did the better job 
of the two. At least the novel 
seems to get off to a wobbly, 
uncertain 
start, 
but 
finish 
much stronger. 
It is based on the old Cor- 
nish-Breton 
legend 
of 
the 
tragic romance of Tristan and 
Iseult which held a strong 
fascination for both Quiller- 
Couch and Miss du Maurier. 
Something of the air of mel­ 
ancholy eeriness typical of 
Miss du Maurier is there. And 
even though it is not one of 
her finer efforts, her fans will 
enjoy the book. 


THE CHINESE LAKE M U R­ 
DERS by Robert Van Gulik, 
H a r p e r and Brothers, 211 
pages, $3.95. Reviewed by 
Don Keown. 


What must be the most 
unusual 
sleuth 
in mystery 
story' fiction is Robert Van 
Gulik’s Dee Jen-djieh better 
known as Judge Dee. 
As a 
magistrate in ancient China 
he serves his district as ad­ 
ministrator, detective, prose­ 
cutor, judge and jury. 
This time Van Gulik in­ 
volves his venerable magis­ 
trate and his aides in a com­ 
plicated plot that includes 
the m urder of a beautiful 
courtesan, a bride who dies 
on wedding night and then 
disappears from her coffin, 
a mysterious chess problem, 
a secret sect planning to over­ 
throw the government and 
any num ber of other illegal 
activities and developments. 
If the plotting becomes a 
little tangled, this weakness 
is more than offset by Van 
Gulik’s excellent characteriza­ 
tion and his skilled use of 
his setting—China of A. 1). 
666. 
It’s an enjoyable off­ 
beat “whodunit.” 


THE CACTUS 
A N D T H E 
CRO W N by Catherine Gavin, 
D o u b l e d a y and Co., 472 
pages, $4.95. Reviewed by 
Bill Hendricks. 


This is a not too well-writ­ 
ten book about a fascinating 


and little covered epoch of 
history, the try of the French 
and Emperor Maximilian to 
conquer Mexico just after the 
Civil War in the States. 
Authoress Gavin (this is her 
seventh book) did the story 
after three short trips to Mex­ 
ico, and to some degree the 
prose reflects the haste of the 
wr r i t e r . But the historical 
times, filled with the mad em­ 
press, Carlota, movement of 
b r i g h t l y uniformed troops 
over desert sands and the fi­ 
nal thundering crash of an 
empire, bring life and move- 
m e n t to an otherwise dull 
book. 
The book, alas, is the March 
selection of the Literary Guild 
of America. 


CRUSADE A G A IN ST CRIME 
edited by Jerry B. Lewis, Ber- 
n a r d G e i s Asociates, 372 
pages, $4.95. Reviewed by 
Don Keown. 


This is largely a collection 
of accounts of criminal cases 
handled by the Federal Bu­ 
r e a u of Investigation and 
other U.S. law enforcement 
agencies, taken from earlier 
books, newspapers, magazines 
and speeches. 
Editor Lewis has amassed 
an impressive array of names 
among his “authors.” Includ­ 
ed are J. Edgar Hoover him­ 
self, Vance 'Packard, Quentin 
Reynolds, Robert F. Kennedy, 
Alistair Cooke, Don White­ 
head, Morris L. Ernst, Harold 
R. Medina, William Bradford 
Huie, Walter Winchell. Philip 
Wylie and Melvin P u n <s. 
The articles, however, are 
generally disappointing Only 
a few really capture the color, 
excitement and human ele­ 
ments of their occasions. And 
very few add information to 
that already generally known 
about these crimes. 
For instance, Winchell, de­ 
spite his reputation as a re­ 
porter, succeeds in making 
the surrender of Lepke Buch- 
alter sound surprisingly dull 
and commonplace. Purvis’ “I 
Remember John 
Dillinger” 
and J. Edgar Hoover’s “Crime 
of the Century” are so terse 
as to be practically devoid of 
the p e r s o n a l observations 
which would have given them 
spice. Our feeling is that edi­ 
tor Lewis would have done 
better to have included fewer 


cases, and printed accounts of 
greater detail and depth. 
The collection, however, is 
not without its gems. Evan 
McLeod W y lie ’s humorous 
story of some bungling bank 
robbers is delightful. 
Alan 
Hynd’s story — “Gold Bricks 
on Signal Hill”—about a pair 
of almost unbelievable swind­ 
lers in action, is excellent. 
Also among the more inter­ 
esting chapters is the story of 
the Marin-based bank robber, 
William Liebscher Jr.. as tak- 
e n f r o m D o n W’hitehead’s 
book. “Journey Into Crime.” 
Fans of true crime stories 
will no doubt derive some en­ 
joyment from the book. But 
it is not among the better col­ 
lections in its field. 


FOR CHILDREN 
Youngsters 
Can Create 
With Paper 


PLAY WITH PAPER by Thea 
Bank-Jensen, The Macm illan 
Co., 43 
pages, $1.95.

Boats, baskets, windmills, 
paper furniture for doll hous­ 
es, circus acts, paper lace, 
mobiles, airplanes, birds that 
wralk and fly, and something 
called a heatmobile are just 
some of the a r t i c l e s Miss 
B a n k - J e n s e n invites her 
young readers to manufacture 
from paper, 
“Have fun,” she tells them. 
“Feel free to experiment.” 
But to get them started she 
supplies instructions in words 
and pictures for some of the 
basic products. 
She says the book is intend­ 
ed for children 6 and over. 
But 6-year-olds are going to 
need considerable assistance 
from mother before they will 
be able to digest and. carry 
out the instructions. 
For a 
real “do-it-yourself” r e c e p ­ 
tion, the book s h o u l d be 
placed ir* the hands of young­ 
sters somewhat older, about 
8 or 9. 
The author is an instructor 
in teacher’s training in Den­ 
mark and the book is trans­ 
lated from the Danish.

It's Time 
T o Plan 
A Cabin 


It s the lime of the vesr 
again to start thinking about 
that vacation 
cabin you've 
been planning to construct. 
And the first step, of course, 
is the selection of a plan. 


One do-it-yoursélf vacation 
cabin, really designed to be 
built by the do-it-yourselfer, 
has been developed by thè 
West 
Coast 
Lumberman’s 
Assn. The cost: Only $445 for 
lumber, nails and roofing. 


The cabin, conceived for 
those who want a home away 
from home but who can af­ 
ford only a small price, is 
truly unusual. 


It is a growth cabin, and 
can be built in your basement 
or garage and moved in sec­ 
tions to the cabin site in the 
mountains or at the shore. 
The cabin is designed to be 
built in add-on sections. The 
first section or starter cabin 
is nine by 12 feet and includes 
a porch deck 12 by 18 feet in 
size. Into this nine-by-12 foot 
enclosure can be fitted two 
double bunks, a section of 
cabinetry for cooking facili­ 
ties, and an enclosure for toi­ 
let and washbasin— literally 
all the essentials needed for 
a family weekending in the 
mountains, in the country or 
at the beach. * 


The cabin is well designed, 
not a shack. It uses sturdy 
Douglas fir framing lumber, 
lovely western red cedar bev­ 
el siding, interior paneling of 
cedar, fir or west coast hem­ 
lock, and tough fir flooring 
for deck and cabin. 


Here’s how7 the starter plan 
works, as the family gets more 
money in the till. The nine- 
by-12 starter cabin with 12- 
by-18 porch deck is the first 
component. A year or two lat­ 
er, an exact matching cabin 
is built facing the first with 
the roofs joined and a mid­ 
section built to connect the 
two. The deck serves as the 
floor. This makes a cabin 27- 
bv-12 in size, 


The third step is to dupli 
cate the original starter cat)» 
in, with this cabin joined to 
the first. This provides a cabin 
27-by-24 feet, and with the 
addition of a 12-by-18 porch 
deck,

als with saunas on the prem­ 
ises. and beauty shops are in­ 
stalling sauna rooms and of­ 
fering the baths as a means 
of clearing the skin and re­ 
freshing the body. 


The sauna bath is exposure 
to very hot (180 to 200 de­ 
grees), very dry air for 10 to 
15 minutes at a time, alter­ 
nated with cold showers (in 
Finland, a dive into an icy 
mountain lake). Some people 
top off the exposure to dry 
heat with a few minutes of 
steam. 


D E V O T E F S of the sauna 
are enthusiastic in its praise; 
they attribute 
rejuvenating 
results to the sauna such as 
old-time hawkers attributed 
to snake oil. More convincing 
than this effusiveness is the 
fact that the Finns have been 
taking saunas regularly for a 
thousand years— and Finnish 
athletes win proportionately 
more Olympic medals than 
those of any other country. 
Finnish soldiers successfully 
fought off the Russians in the 
Winter W ar of 1940-41, with 
makeshift

Strangely 
enough, in this age of con­ 
stant technical development 
and amazing new building ma­ 
terials, only the very oldest- 
wood— is suitable for the lin­ 
ing of a sauna. And the wood 
must be left in its natural 
state— it is not even painted. 
A painted surface, like most 
masonry, tile, or metal sur­ 
faces, gets too hot to touch 
when the air temperature of 
the sauna approaches 200 de­ 
grees during the hath. Even 
china cups, and metal clocks 
or timers, are often covered 
with a cloth sleeve so they can 
be handled without burning 
fingers. 
In Finland, saunas are built 
of aspen, and some American 
sauna builders import aspen 
for their heat chambers. Most 
builders, however, prefer to 
specify California redwood. 
Redwood stands up best un­ 
der the rigorous conditions of 


the sauna bath. It is the equal 
of aspen in physical qualities 
needed, and is beautiful in 
the unpainted state required 
by sauna conditions. 


Because of the growing in­ 
terest in saunas, the Califor­ 
nia Redwood Assn. has pre­ 
pared a data sheet telling 
how to specify and use lum­ 
ber for building saunas. It is

R E D W O O D 
diffuses 
heat 
so that the walls, benches, 
and floors of a redwood sauna 
do not get too hot to touch. 
But it does not permit the 
heat to escape: its insulating 
qualities help keep gas or 
electricity 
bills 
down 
(al­ 
though thick insulation is re­ 
quired within the walls, of 
course). 
Redwood 
paneling 
expands and contracts less 


than many other woods, also, 
providing tight joints and giv­ 
ing even further protection 
against heat loss. When steam 
is used in the sauna, or a 
shower is installed in the heat 
chamber, the natural durabil­ 
ity of redwood heart wood pro­ 
tects against decay under al 
ternate wet and dry condi­ 
tions. 
* 
Building a sauna can be a 
do-it-yourself p r o j e c t for 
those handy with tools. The 
baths can he built in a sepa­ 
rate 
structure 
beside 
the 
swimming pool, in a small 
room, or even in a large clos­ 
et. Modern gas and electric 
heaters have been devised 
with all the benefits and none 
of the bother of the ancient 
Finnish 
wood-burning 
fur­ 
naces. 
Some 
sauna 
heater 
manufacturers say you can 
install a sauna for less than 
$1.000, plus the cost of the 
heater.

Planning For Privacy Depends 


Upon Both Fencing And Plants 


Planting for privacy has al­ 
ways been a factor in lan d­ 
scape 
design in M arin but 
never a m ore important one 
than it is today. The properly 
screened 
backyard 
provides 
us space for outdoor living 
and shelters us from the en­ 
croachm ents 
of 
civilization, 
allowing for m axim um 
pri­ 
vacy and relaxation. 
How best to provide this 
privacy depends on the size 
of your plot of ground. If it’s 
no bigger than many modern- 
day lots, you will probably 
need a combination of fen c­ 
ing and plant m aterial. If you 
have plenty of elbow room, 
plant m aterial alone will do. 
Fencing alone will never 
do. however. For physical and 
aesthetic 
reasons, 
a 
bare 
fence is unsatisfactory— phy­ 
sically because it can seldom 
reach high enough to hide 
the view from next door, a e s - ! 
thetically because of its un ­ 
natural and stark lines. In | 
bolh cases, the addition of 
shrubs 
and 
trees 
will 
b e 1 
needed. 
In considering the height i 
of a screen, several fa c t o r s ; 
are involved. On level land in 


a 
neighborhood 
of 
single­ 
story 
dwellings, 
a 
six-foot 
height provides adequate pro­ 
tection. If your neighborhood 
is one of two-story homes, or 
if you live on a hill, consider­ 
ably m ore height may be ne­ 
cessary. 


For tall screens, you will 
have a variety of plants to 
choose from.
